esting to tourists, are to disappear. 
A few weeks ago it was stated that 
as London had suffered a year ago 
because so little was done to a ttra ct j 
American tourists to London during I 
the season, an effort was to be made ; 
to keep them longer during the forth­ 
coming season, and this is the way it 
is being done. 


What, with the closing of all places j 
of interest owing to the growing dan- j 
ger of suffragette outrages and the 
demolishing of old buildings, there wiV 
Boon be hardly anything in London 
worth seeing by tourists. 
Great indignation has been aroused 
by the news that the Old Ship Inn, 
which stands on the Mall, near H am ­ 
mersmith Bridge, is to be destroyed. ( 
This is one of the best-known land* J 
marks on the famous course between 
Putney and Mortlake, but the licens­ 
ing m agistrates have ordered the ex­ 
tinction of the license on the ground 
of redundancy. 
The original Old Ship was built on 
the site of the present building near­ 
ly 500 years ago. 
Part of the old 
structure still remains, in the form 
of a very fine portico of red brick. 
This is a subject of great interest to 
antiquarians, for it is one of the old­

On a tine morning the outlook is 
charming.

“ If this building,” said the landlord 
of the Old Ship, “is demolished, it 
will no doubt be replaced by a factory 
or some other eyesore.

TIME TO PLANT FRUIT TR EES 


Soil Is in the Best Condition in Octo­ 
ber or Early November— Any Good 
Land WHI Grow Grapes. 


D O R N -C LO N EY 


K L E A N K L O T H ES. 


The month of October or early in 
November is the best season for plant­ 
ing grapes, 
fruit 
trees 
and 
shrub 
bushes. 
The ground is just in good 
condition for planting, and by having 
the vines planted at this time the 
ground will be settled around the roots 
and they will make vigorous growtli 
as soon as the weather turns mild in 
the spring. 
Select a southern or southeastern 
slope. 
Any good farm land will grow 
grapes; wet, heavy clay land should 
be drained. 
Plant two-year-old vines. 
Order them from a reliable nursery­ 
man, not of agents. The following are 
standard family and market varie­ 
ties; they are strong growers, produc­ 
tive and profitable: Concord, the best 
black; Niagara, the best white; Dela­ 
ware, the best red; Clinton, the best 
wine grape. 
The Catawba is an old 
favorite fruit of best quality; must be 
planted on well-drained land having 
warm location. 
A gravelly or rotten 
rock soil suits it best. 
Have 
ground 
deeply 
plowed 
01 
spaded and work fine. 
Mark the rows 
off with a one-horse plow, run twice in 
each row. 
Hun the rows east ann 
west eight feet apart; set vines eight 
leet apart in the row. 
Set the vines 
the same depth they grew in the nur­ 
sery; spread out the roots, cover with 
good, black earth, press the earth ti 
the roots as it is put in. 
If soil is 
rather 
poor, 
spread 
one forkful 
oi 
rotted manure around each vine and 
fork it under. 
A light covering of long strawy ma 
nure should be spread around each vine 
before winter sets in. 
Set a stout 
oak stake eight feet in length behind 
each vine. Train to one cane the first 
year and tw'o canes the second year, 
and the third year put up treliis. 
These trellises can be made of sea 
soiled chestnut posts set two and a 
half feet in the ground and eight feet 
apart in the row and four strands of 
telegraph wire firmly stapled to posts. 
Keep 
the posts 
whitewashed, 
wire 
painted. 
The Fuller system of prun­ 
ing is the simplest and will give the 
largest yield of fruit without exhaust* 
in the vine. 
Grapes properly culti­ 
vated, fertilized, primed and sprayed 
will give a profitable yield of well- 
ripened fruit for a number of years.
